of tha country. More than forty years ago he begaa 
to practice law in Ontario, later coining to British 
Columbia, and it was while following his profession 
•t Ashcroft dut he was induced to enter public life, 
and he represented Yale in the local House from 
!9$>tn Hirnext bid for parliamentary honors 

warwHtfir general election of 1917. when he was 
s el ae te? as the L&eral candidate to oppose Dr. 
Toifnie, who, it will be remembered, entered the con¬ 
test as a supporter of the Union government and won 
the scat, the sole issue on that occasion being the 
country's war policy. 

As the Liberal candidate. Mr. Henderson will 
appeal for support on the policies of the King gov¬ 
ernment. more especially on the provisions of the 
Dunning budget—popular all over Canada and wel¬ 
comed with enthusiasm in Britain. Chief among these 
arc reductions in the duty which British goods have to 
- pay to enter Canada— c oncessi on s of gnat value to 
the producers of the Motherland at this juncture, while 
the tariff aid which the budget extendi to the agricul¬ 
tural and manufacturing industries of the Dominion 
' obviously strengthens the Libera] candidate's appeal 
for support at the polls. 

Opposed to Mr. Hendersea will be a supporter 
of Mr. Bennett.

would abrogate the treaties with other parts of the 
British Empire—two of which are of outstanding 
value to the economic progress of British Columbia— 
and whose party's principal.complaint about the Dun¬ 
ning budget is that that important feature of it which 
gives aiql to the Canadian producer ia stolen “thnnder."

asked to name the limited list of die most influ¬ 
ential Americans of our time, he would certainly 
include Adolph S. Ochs, publisher of The New York 
-Times, and William Randolph Hear it. publisher of 
-newspapers and magazines all over the United States. 
Mr. Ochs, supreme in one type of journalism. Mr. 
Hearst in another, daily mould the thoughts of mil¬ 
lions of people. When both of them come out in the 
same week with a declaration ol'their considered 
opinion on the same issue, it is not only something 
Jit an event ip journalism, but is bound to influence 
•United States opinion*as few others could influence 
it. What Mr. Ochs rays and what Mr. Hearst says 
ia that the greatest need of the sorely-tried world 
to-day is a closer union, n better undegstanding. a 
more complete: co-operation between tht British 
Empire and the United States, between all the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking peoples. Mr. Ochs summed up this 
[view by saying that “nothing in the world is so im¬ 
portant as good relations between Britain and the 
United States.”
